Prepare no more spray mixture than is needed for the immediate operation. Thoroughly
clean spray equipment before using this product. Vigorous agitation is necessary to
maintain uniformity of the spray mixture. Maintain maximum agitation throughout the
spraying operation. Do not let the spray mixture stand overnight in the spray tank.
Flush the spray equipment thoroughly following each use.

To determine the physical compatibility of A20776E with other products, use a jar test
as described below.

Jar Compatibility Test: Using a quart jar, add the proportionate amounts of the
products to 1 gt. of water or wax/oil emulsion. Add wettable powders and water-
dispersible granular products first, then liquid flowables, and emulsifiable concentrates
last. After thoroughly mixing, let stand for at least 5 minutes. If the combination
remains mixed or can be remixed readily, it is physically compatible. Once compatibility
has been proven, use the same procedure for adding required ingredients to the spray
tank.
